Kmva-sTReeT.—Tho pleasant weather for the past
few days has induced many persons to frequent
this fashionnble promenade. Tho stores that line
iton cithor side presont so many attractions in
their tastefully arranged windows, that the ladies
are tempted by the display to tako o poep at thein-
torior, and price thislove of a dress, or something
elso that is equally onchantling.

Butit is in tho afternoon that King-streot is seen
in all ite glory. Thon the shopping conses and the
goily dreseed crowds that slowly pass and repass
boforo the bowildered vision are moraly enjoying
themsolves and dieplaying the purchasecs made
proviously. It would be a manifest slight, not
only to King-streot but to the promonaders, to nog-
lect montioning the ladics, who form by far the
principal fentures of attraction to tho idlo or for-
tunato of Liio apposite sox, who can afford to spend
an hour in gazing al the passing beauties.

That Charleston is peeuliarly favored in this
respecl fow will havo the hardihood to deny, for it
is tho boast of Charlestonians that tho battered
oity has beautios thal ondear it to avery heart, and
withont whom tho world would bo n howling wil-
derness. The recent fire in King streot destroyed
ono of the most fashionable resorts whore the fair
were wont to rogalo themselves with cream, cakes,
and other dainties, but on the opposito side Ma-
nion's skill offers ita alluring attractions, and the
trip ncross the strecl is frequently made by tho
pasaing divinities.

oceasional walk on King strect, and if the bright
anid beantiful faces seen thero do not tomat thom
to turn Benedicts, they will have to dic in their
folly.
